done so far In the civil warfare be- 
tween rival Chinese military factions 
striving for possession of Shanghai 
took place Sunday and Monday along 
the Shanghai-Nanking railway line, 
directly west of the city. 


Casualties of the Chekiang army de- 


fending Shanghai were estimated Mon- 
day night to have totaled over 400. of 
which half were killed. The Kiangsu 
attacking army was said to have lost 
•bout the samo number. 
Impartial 


observers declared the. lines stationary 
in the fighting, although 
Chekiang 


headquarters claimed substantial ad- 
vances south of the railway. 


The fighting Monday was more in- 


tense along the line of the Shanghai- 
Nanking railway, at 
Hwangtu. 15 


miles west of here where the defend- 
ing forces were entrenched- along the 
creek bank and succeeded in holding 
the position through the day. 


The greatest losses of Chekiang 


forces were suffered in the 
sector 


south of the rails when a flank move- 
ment carried the lines beyond Anting 
which is about 20 miles from Shang- 
hai. 


The Chekiang soldiers were caught 


in a machinegun 'trap at their furthest 
point of advance and mowed down in 
wholesale fashion. 


^Trains leaving Monday were filled 


with wounded soldiers. Lesser fight- 
Ing was reported Monday from the 
Liuho sector on the coast 30 miles 
northwest of the city where General 
Chl-Sbies-Tuan,

This is purely an eth- 
ical question. Hanging is not a deterrent 
in Illinois, because the statute which pro- 
vides it is a dead letter. It is not en- 
vides it is a dead letter. The law is com- 
pletely nullified by Judge Caverly's sen- 
tence of Loeb and Leopold. 


Mr. Barrow's argument against the 


death penalty is not altogether sincere, 
particularly when he contendsthatlifeim- 
prisomnent is worse than hanging. "Westill 
think, however, the righteousness of capi- 
tal punishment in the Loeb-Leopold cases 
was not involved. It was solely a ques- 
tion of making the penalty square with 
the crime under the laws of the state of 
Illinois. Measured on this basis there was 
an outrageous miscarriage of justice and 
Judge Caverly's decision has done as much 
as any in the last generation to put the 
courts in disrepute and to sustain the 
claim that there is one code of justice for 
the rich and another for the poor.

He was com- 
pelled to surround the county jail of Chi- 
ca^o with a ring of steel, and to attach 
to himself a strong bodyguard. Mr. Dar- 
row goes over to Charlevois to share with 
his clients the gratitude over his deliver- 
ance of their sons from the noose. Pub- 
lic indignation is at a high pitch because 
a great offense has been committed 
against a fundamental institution, but 
what do the chief participants in this sub- 
version of justice care ? Truly money cov- 
ers a multitude of sins.

HAS SOME FUN 


To the grownup tha troubles of 


vouth do not seem important because 
the srownup sees how trival they 
usually are when measured by grown- 
up standard. To tho average grownup 
life is real, life Is earnest only after 
maturity has come. He has a feeling 
fiat the growing boy or girl is mere- 
ly in a way playing at life and that 
t'leir troubles are not honest-to-good- 
ness troubles. So he gets a lot of fun 
out of them, making great sport of 
calf-love because In the wisdom of 
his mnturer years he knows that tho 
boy will outgrow his calf-love and 
get over it. 


But the point is that the boy does 


not know this. At 17 a case of calf- 
love seems just as serious and .some- 
times just as tragic to the victim of 
It as does a case of genuine passion' 
some years later. For that matter, it 
is easy to argue that nothing In life 
is fiuito as important as we think it 
Is when passing through it. To the 
cool Intelligence of 75 tho passionate 
outbursts of 30 or 40 must seem rath- 
er silly and unimportant, but that 
does not make them seem silly and un- 
important to tho persons passing 
through them. 


So with the adolescent. He does 


not regard his troubles as trivial. To 
him life is often genuinely traslc. If 
a boy of 1" had the power of expres- 
sion of a man of forty we might get 
a book about adolescence that would 
be the 
real thing. Sometimes the 


world has come near to that kln(7 of 
thing. The poet Chatterton was only 
a boy when he found life so tragic 
that he killed himself. There Is never 
even a hint of that kind of reality in 
Tarkington's books about adolescents.

Of course, Appleton Womans club 


must be supported and it is natural to 
expect that the women who use the 
club's facilities and take part In its 
activities will giady pay what they 
consider their share of tho expense. 
The recreation department clubs and 
classes through their representatives 
on the sporta council have decided to 
pay the cost of each activity with, a 
per capita charge In each group. The 
sa.anes of the directors of the depart- 
ment will not be charged in on the 
•expense of these classes. Should the 
c-ost per person In any class exceed

dollars per year the excess 


amount will be paid from the sporta 
council treasury. 


Contributions from the women out- 


side of the recreation department have 
been left entirely voluntary.
